earn their living by their hands, we.

But we have been handicapped by j 


tne financial conditions of our schools. j 


Our town has grown so fast that; 


the schools are sadly taxed to supply! 
even room to ssat the influx of pupils. I 
School houses demand our first ex- 
penditures and, of course, the intro- 
duction of manuel training, which is 
an expensive adjunct to any school 
was out-pi .the. question, that is, it, 
was out of the question 
until the 


Twentieth Century Club, that public 
spirited 
body of Reno's progressive 


wom'3n came to our rescue with a do- 
nation of one hundred dollars to be 
used for the purchase of materials 
with which to start Manuel Training 
.in th-3 Reno Public School!!. 


One hundred dollars does not seem 


much whe'i it is to provide for eight 
hundred children but with 
careful 


manipulation that one hundred dol- 
lars brought many times its value in 
pleasure and profit to the first five 
grades of the Reno schools.

Contractor Ji. B. Self, Asserts'Delnyed 


Materials Have Arrived and Com- 
pleted Structure Will be Turned Over 
to Council in Few Weeks 


L. B. Self of the' firm of .'Self 
& 


Sellman, contractors, stated yester- 
day that, the new Reno city hall will 
-be finished 'by the first *f February. 
All of the structural work in the in- 
terior is complete, and now the plas- 
tering' and finishing only 
remains. 


Wednesday the laborers will start lay- 
ing the concrete floors. The floors, 
metal lathing and slate roofing will 
make the building fire proof. 


The work on the city hall began 


eight months ago, and it was supposed 
to have been completed November 15, 
but because delay was experienced in 
getting material ihe eouit-;il granted 
an extension until February 15 to turn 
the building over to the city. 


The contract price was $45,0(10. The 


material used is brick, stone, steel and 
Oregon pine. 
The hail will contain 


twenty-two rooms, and when they are 
finished the city officers will immedi- 
ately move in. The cells will be 
in- 


stalled in the jail as soon as the fin- 
ishing permits. The cells will be on the 
first floor in the northwest corner of 
the west wing. The mayor's office will 
be the southeast suits on 
the 
first 


floor to the right of the main entrance. 
To the west of the entrance will be- lo- 
cated the police department, and tho 
entire west wing of the first floor v.ill 
be occupied by the chief's' office, tha 
police judge and reading room. 


The metal lathing, delayed through 


imperfect 
transportation, 
and 
the 


cause of the unfinished contract, have 
arrived. The lamp posts for the but- 
tresses on the east entrance have been 
received by the contractors. Thev camr; 
by freight yesterday. 
They will form 


an artistic embellishment to the ex- j 
terior of the building.
